The Linguistic Society of America held its Fifth Special Summer Meeting at 
Chapel Hill and Durham, N. C., on Friday and Saturday, July 10-11, 1942, in 
conjunction with the session of the Linguistic Institute on the campus of the 
University of North Carolina. Duke University was host to the Society on 
Friday evening at an informal dinner, after which the evening session was held 
on the Duke campus. 

Many of the members attending the meeting accepted the invitation to arrive 
somewhat in advance of the sessions, or to stay over after their conclusion, in 
order to attend classes and see the Linguistic Institute in operation, as well as 
to attend the lectures and conferences on linguistic subjects which had been 
arranged for the days immediately before and after the meeting.

Tue First Session was held in Chapel Hill on the afternoon of Friday, July 
10, in Gerrard Hall. The President of the Society, Mr. Hans Kurath, called the 
meeting to order at 2:05 p.m. and presided throughout the session. About 50 
persons were present. 

Mr. W. W. Pierson, Dean of the Graduate College of the University of North 
Carolina, extended a cordial welcome on behalf of the University to the visiting 
members of the Society and the guests. 

Papers 1-4 were presented and discussed; thereafter a recess was taken to give 
members the opportunity of registering. 

The President appointed as Committee on Resolutions Mr. Kent, chairman; 
Mr. Kennedy, and Mr. Gedney. 

After the presentation and discussion of papers 4-6, Mr. Linker explained the 
arrangements for transportation to the Invitation Dinner and the evening ses- 
sions at Duke University, and announced the Subscription Luncheon for the 
following day at the Carolina Inn. The meeting adjourned at 5:00 p.m. 
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Members of the Society were guests of Duke University at an informal dinner 
in the Duke University Union on Friday evening at 7 o’clock. 125 members 
and guests were present. Mr. H. R. Dwire, Vice-President of Duke University, 
welcomed the Society on behalf of the University; Mr. Kurath responded for the 
Society. 

After the dinner, those attending were entertained by an outdoor carillon 
concert arranged and presented by Mr. Anton Breese for the occasion. 

THE SECOND SEssION was called to order by Mr. Kurath at 8:30 p.m. in Room 
210 of the Duke School of Religion. 125 persons were present. 

Papers 7-9 were presented and discussed. The meeting adjourned at 10:00 
P.M. 


Tue Txrrp Session was held on the morning of Saturday, July 11, in Gerrard 
Hall on the campus of the University of North Carolina. Mr. Kurath called 
the meeting to order at 9:00 a.m. and presided throughout the session. About 
45 persons were present. Papers 10-14 were presented and discussed. 

The Secretary, Mr. Cowan, presented a brief account of the operations of the 
Intensive Language Program of the American Council of Learned Societies, of 
which he is the Director. 


Mr. Kent, chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, presented the following 
report, which was unanimously adopted: 


The Linguistic Society of America, at its Summer Meeting in Chapel Hill, July 10 and 
11, 1942, places on record the following minute: 

The University of North Carolina, by inviting and conducting the Linguistic Institute 
on its campus, made feasible the holding of this Summer Meeting, through the presence of 
a large group of members of the Society and of students of linguistic science; it availed 
itself of this opportunity to invite the Society to hold a Summer Meeting; it has cordially 
welcomed the Society to the use of its facilities, and plans a reception to those in attendance, 
at the close of the sessions. 

Duke University has hospitably welcomed the Society and entertained it at dinner, and 
furnished a hall as a place of meeting for a session of the Society. 

The Local Committee, under the chairmanship of Mr. Linker, has most efficiently at- 
tended to the manifold details of arrangement for the smooth running of the meeting. 

Local members and their friends have generously furnished transportation to the So- 
ciety’s members for their visit to Duke University. 

For all these hospitable acts and kind services the Society feels a deep appreciation and 
extends its most sincere thanks; and it directs the Secretary to convey to the proper persons 
the expression of its gratitude. 


The meeting adjourned at 12:30 p.m.

REPORTS 
OF OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES 1942 


_ Note: The Nineteenth Annual Meeting of the Linguistic Society of America was 

to have been held on Monday and Tuesday, December 28-9, 1942, in two sections. 
The Eastern Section was to have met in New York immediately before the meeting 
of the Modern Language Association of America; the Western Section was to have 
met in Cincinnati, jointly with the American Philological Association. This 
division of the meeting was planned in order to comply with the request of the Office 
of Defense Transportation that long-distance travel be curtailed wherever possible. 
Some time after these arrangements had been made, the same Office issued a new 
statement, requesting that all meetings of scientific and learned societies be cancelled. 

In all their plans for the meeting, the officers of the Society sought the advice of the 
Science Committee of the National Resources Planning Board of the Executive 
Office of the President. This Committee encouraged the holding of the annual meet- 
ing as a means of assessing the contribution of linguistics to the war effort, and of 
informing the members of the Society how they might cooperate most effectively to 
this end. Already it was evident, from the number of our members who had been 
called by civilian and military agencies of the Government to posts where their linguis- 
tic knowledge was needed, that linguists have a direct and specialized contribution to 
make to the war effort. In response to the First Circular of the projected meeting, 
issued by the Secretary on October: 18, a large number of papers were offered for 
presentation. Excellent programs could have been organized for both sections of 
the meeting, which not only would have been in the public interest, but would also 
have given a high measure of scholarly satisfaction to the delegates. For this reason, 
it was with considerable disappointment that the Executive Committee complied 
with the subsequent request of the Office of Defense Transportation that the meeting 
be cancelled. 

This request was not released until the last week in November. Since cancellation 
of the meeting would make it impossible to conduct the business of the Society in the 
normal manner, the Executive Committee acted at once to secure a vote of the mem- 
bership empowering it to ¢gonduct the business of the Society during the national war 
emergency until such time as a general meeting could be called with the approval of 
the national war agencies. At the same time the Executive Committee made pro- 
visions for a mail-ballot election of officers to substitute for the constitutional method 
of nominating from the floor at the annual meeting. In the poll to‘lend emergency 
powers to the Executive Committee, the Secretary received no negative votes. 

The Special Notice to Members, announcing the cancellation of the meeting and 
bearing the special ballots, was rushed into the mails at the earliest possible date. 
It has come to the attention of the Secretary that because of the congestion of the mails 
at that time, some members did not receive this notice until after the scheduled date of 
the meeting. Fortunately it was common knowledge by mid-December that all 
meetings of scientific and learned societies had been cancelled. 

In the following pages are presented the reports of the officers and committees of 
the Society, such as in previous years have been included in the Proceedings of the 
annual meeting. 
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Report of the Secretary, J. M. Cowan: 


For the year 1942 the membership statistics are as follows: For the year 1941 there were 
605 members, apart from Honorary Members, of whom five died during the year (M. J. 
Andrade, H. Hyvernat, G. S. Lowman, E. E. Maxfield, B. L. Whorf); 31 presented their 
resignations, effective at the end of 1941 (A. Adams, C. Adler, Johnnye Akin, Marjorie 
Anderson, Ruth M. Bechtel, W. F. Bryan, P. J. Cooke, W. F. Diller, E. Fitch, J. L. Gerig, 
A. E. Gordon, C. L. Hrdlicka, E. L. Johnson, F. P. Jones, E. Klein, G. H. Marsh, E. E. 
Miller, B.S. Monroe, D. F. Munro, W. A. Nitze, G. R. Noyes, M. M. Odgers, R. E. Parker, 
H. 8S. Perrigo, A. W. Porterfield, L. A. Post, Rosamunde M. Preuninger, J. J. Raymond, 
G. W. Small, Maria W. Smith, A. J. Uppvall); twelve were dropped for non-payment of 
dues during 1940 and 1941. The net membership with which the Society started 1942 was 
therefore 557; the increase in membership for 1942 is 28, of whom 25 are new members and 
three are former members who have been reinstated, one of the latter as a Life Member. 
The total membership for 1942, apart from Honorary Members, is 585, a loss of 20 as com- 
pared with 1941. We regretfully record the death of two Aetive Members in 1942: Renward 
Brandstetter on April 17 and Franz Boas on December 21. 

The Honorary Members were 22 in 1942. 

The domestic Library Subscriptions have increased from 115 to 118, by a gain of 8 and 
a loss of 3; but foreign subscriptions have decreased from 45 to 32 by a gain of 14 and a loss 
of 27. The American Library Association purchased 45 subscriptions to Laneuace for 
1942. These are to be stored by the Society and distributed at the direction of the Associa- 
tion’s Committee on Libraries in War Areas after the cessation of hostilities. 

The exchanges and copies for review are 10 domestic and 13 foreign at the end cf 1942. 

There are 47 members in the Group for American Indian Linguistics.

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Report of the Secretary on behalf of the Executive Committee: 


During the year the Executive Committee, acting by correspondence, elected to member- 
ship several lists of nominees published in LancuaGE as elected in 1942; fixed the time and 
place for the annual meeting; and took steps to meet the emergency caused by the govern- 
mental call for cancellation of the meeting. 

Mr. Kurath, as President, appointed Miss May Lansfield Keller as Delegate to the 
Centennial Celebration of Hollins College; appointed Miss E. Adelaide Hahn as Delegate 
at the Inauguration of Harry Noble Wright as President of the City College of the College 
of the City of New York; appointed as Local Committee for the Summer Meeting in Chapel 
Hill and Durham Mr. R. W. Linker, chairman, with Messrs. U. T. Holmes Jr., J. J. Lund and 
J.M. Cowan; and appointed Mr. John Kepke as Chairman of the Eastern Section and Mr. 
C. M. Lotspeich as Chairman of the Western Section of the Annual Meeting. 

The Executive Committee held a special meeting on Tuesday afternoon, December 29, 
1942, in the Hall of Graduate Studies at Yale University. Present, Mr. Hans Kurath, 
presiding; Mr. J. M. Cowan, Secretary; Mr. Ralph Ward, Mr. George Trager as proxy for 
Mr. C. F. Voegelin, and Mr. E. H. Sturtevant as proxy for Mra A. C. Baugh for the meet- 
ing; also, by constitutional provision, Miss E. A. Hahn, Mr. Leonard Bloomfield, Mr. 
Franklin Edgerton (these without vote); and Mr. Bernard Bloch by invitation. 

The Executive Committee received from the Secretary the report that returns on the 
special mail ballot which was sent to the membership of the Society when the annual meet- 
ing was cancelled showed no negative votes on the poll to empower the Executive Commit- 
tee to conduct the Society’s business during the national emergency. The Secretary fur- 
ther reported that no additional nominations of officers for 1943 had been received as a 
result of the mail ballot, and that failing additional nominations the ballots provided 
affirmative votes for the candidates nominated by the Nominating Committee. 

The Executive Committee, as a ratification of the vote by ballot of the membership of 
the Society, elected the following officers: 

President, Fred N. Robinson, Harvard University 
Vice-President, Hayward Keniston, University of Michigan

The following actions were taken by the Executive Committee in the special meeting: 

1. W. Freeman Twaddell was elected Delegate to the American Council of Learned 
Societies, to serve through 1946. 

2. The Committee on the Place of the Linguistic Institute 1941 and 1942 was discharged 
with a vote of thanks for its services. 

3. It was voted to accept the invitation of the University of Wisconsin to conduct the 
Linguistic Institute of 1943 as part of the University’s Summer Session, on terms which had 
been agreed upon between the University and the Society’s officers. 

4. The Administrative Committee of the Linguistic Institute was discharged with a 
vote of thanks for its services. 

5. W. Freeman Twaddell was appointed Director of the Linguistic Institute for 1943. 
The Secretary was instructed to ask the new director to recommend to the Executive Com- 
mittee for appointment an Associate Director and other members to constitute an Adminis- 
trative Committee of the Linguistic Institute. (Subsequently Mr. Twaddell found him- 
self obliged by the press of other duties to resign from the directorship of the Linguistic 
Institute, and was replaced in this position by Einar Haugen.] 

6. The Treasurer of the Society was empowered to pay to the University of Wisconsin, 
for the purpose of bringing special lecturers to the Linguistic Institute, a sum not exceeding 
the amount standing on the books of the Society on June 1, 1943, to the credit of the current 
funds of the Linguistic Institute. 
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7. The Committee voted to hold a special summer meeting at Madison during the 1943 
session of the Linguistic Institute if the national emergency permits of such a meeting. 

8. The Secretary was empowered to maintain on the list of Active Members those mem- 
bers who because of foreign residence are unable to transmit their dues and who because of 
war conditions would otherwise against their will be dropped from membership for non- 
payment. The Secretary reported to the Committee the difficulties which H. P. Jacobs 
and Fang-Kuei Li had had in attempting to get their dues to him. By extension this 
principle is also to be applied to members entering the armed forces who are unable to 
maintain regular contact with the office of the Secretary. The Secretary will consider 
each case on its individual merits and report his action to the Society at the next annual 
meeting.

Report of the Editor, Bernard Bloch:

A rough classification of articles and reviews in the 1942 volume of the journal reveals the 
following distribution. (The number of pages assigned to each topic is approximate only.)

Once again the Editor must emphasize the need for reviews. The 25 reviews in Vol. 18 
of the journal, though more than the average, fall considerably below the number in Vol. 17; 
and new contributions to appear in Vol. 19 areevenfewer. The writing of reviews is looked 
upon by some scholars as a disagreeable and thankless job, a trivial interruption of their 
own research: a view, no doubt, that is often justified. And yet research can hardly be 
fruitful unless it is accompanied by critical evaluation and discussion of others’ work in 
the same or in a related field. Our journal, the only well-established medium in this 
country (and one of the few left anywhere) devoted entirely to the scientific study of 
language, cannot be said to fulfill its purpose if it neglects to keep the members of our 
Society informed of new linguistic studies outside its own pages. 
For this reason, and because reviews often serve to lighten the necessarily somewhat 
heavy tone of a technical journal, the Editor would welcome an ever-growing number of 
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reviews, from an ever-growing number of contributors. For books which come to him 
from the publishers, he usually tries to find a suitable reviewer; but the number of scholars 
whom he personally knows is limited, and it is not only possible but quite certain that he 
has not always made the best choice. (Now and then he has been taken in by scholars who 
promise to review a book and then, when they have received it, apparently regard it as a 
gift and forget their obligations.) For books not sent by the publishers, the Editor cannot. 
of course invite reviews; for these he must rely on the scholarly conscience of our members. 
If our journal is to reflect the development of linguistic science both here and abroad, every 
active worker in the field must accept the responsibility which he owes to his colleagues. 
He must recognize the writing of reviews for what it is: a part of his professional duty. 


Several contributors have objected to the ‘style rules’ of our publications, codified 
in Butietin 14.3-9 (1941). Apart from the blanket objection that uniformity of styling 
is not worth the trouble it involves, three arguments are especially common: that a scholar 
at work on a new article cannot always know in advance to which of several possible jour- 
nals—all with different style rules—he will send it; that consistency of styling is less impor- 
tant in the miscellaneous articles of one journal than in the productions of one scholar, 
wherever they may appear; and that if an editor is finical about styling, he had better see 
to it himself instead of imposing his whims on productive scholars, who have more impor- 
tant things to worry about. : 

To these arguments the Editor can only reply that the style rules of LANGUAGE are not 
his own invention (glad as he would be to claim the credit for them), and that if he never* 
theless abides by them, and asks others to do the same, it is because a moderately close 
observance of these rules goes far toward lightening the printer’s work and hisown. When 
he drew up his Instructions to Contributors for BULLETIN No. 14, he was rather formulating 
established practice than evolving new laws. It was not his intention to irritate scholars 
by insisting on his favorite eccentricities of styling, nor indeed to insist on anything, but 
only to recommend the practice which had already shown itself to be ideally suited to the 
requirements of a linguistic journal, and to save himself the drudgery of handling type- 
scripts in too many different styles. The sentence in Buu. 14.3 which may have most 
annoyed contributors— Typescripts which deviate in important respects from the practice 
here recommended must be returned to their authors for retyping’—should be read with 
contrastive intonation on the adjective. 

Exacting as our instructions look—and it was perhaps a mistake to formulate them in 
such detail—they contain few significant departures from the usage of most other journals. 
These are, in the main, our prescription of roman type for the titles of books and articles, 
of single quotation marks, and of a simplified form of bibliographical reference. Other 
deviations from common practice, such as our treatment of abbreviations and the omission 
or use of commas, are neither important nor troublesome. Note also that many of our 
instructions (thus §§1, 3c—d, 5e-f, 6, 10a,h-j, lla, c, 12b) concern only the mechanics of 
typing, not the appearance of the printed article. 

The adoption of our style rules, with only minor changes, by the Journal of the Ameri- 
- ean Oriental Society (see JAOS 61.306-10) has alleviated somewhat the multiplicity of 
stylings that scholars not unreasonably complain of; but further alleviation in this way 
is hardly to be expected. Each journal has its own tradition of styling, the result of its 
own special needs. Even among journals in related fields, no compromise can easily be 
effected. Lanouace has intimate relations with journals devoted to philology, to anthro- 
pology, to sociology; philology (to choose only one facet of this many-sided relation) leads 
to literary history, and thence to the history of ideas, to philosophy, to symbolic logic, to 
mathematics, to physics, and beyond. Where shall we draw the line? 

After all, the most important feature of a typescript is legibility. If a paper is clearly 
and cleanly typed, with proper spacing and wide margins all around, the violation of minor 
style rules is a venial matter. In the past, the Editor has often retyped whole articles to 
make them legible to the printer; but hereafter he will have no time for this. If all con- 
tributors will type their papers, or have them typed, with our major style rules in mind 
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and with a reasonable regard for the looks and legibility of the page, the Editor will cheer- 
fully see to the more finical details of the styling himself. 


The Editor’s thanks are due to the other members of the Committee on Publications for 
their aid in deciding questions of general policy; to the Secretary, J. M. Cowan, for help 
and guidance in the complicated business of publication; to the many scholars who have 
advised him on particular problems; and to the staff of the Waverly Press for continued 
efficient service in a time of unusual strain. 


Report of the Standing Committee on Research, by Franklin Edgerton, chair- 
man: 


The Committee considered the manuscript of a book by E. H. Sturtevant of Yale Uni- 
versity on The Indo-Hittite Laryngeals. It recommended to the Advisory Board of the 
American ( ouncil of Learned Societies that this be subsidized for publication; this recom- 
mendation was granted, and the work has been published. 

The Committee considered several other manuscripts submitted to it, but did not recom- 
mend any. 


Report of the Committee on the Dues Fund, by Albrecht Goetze, chairman: 


Your Committee was charged with the task of selecting beneficiaries of the Dues Fund. 
It is the purpose of this fund to provide the dues of distinguished scholars who are at the 
time not in a position to pay the dues themselves. 

The Committee investigated a number of persons who were suggested as eligible. It 
had to reject them because the fact was established that they had secured positions which 
rendered their situation, insecure as it might be, certainly not worse than that of many 
younger members of the Society who despite low salaries manage to maintain their mem- 
bership. 

A note was inserted in LaANGuaGE asking the members of the Society for nominations. 
The result was entirely negative. 

The Committee thus has to report that it failed to locate any persons to whom the terms 
of the fund are applicable. 


Report of the Committee on Endowment for the Linguistic Institute, by 
Franklin Edgerton, chairman: 


Since the last report, $88.50 has been received in partial payment of pledges to this fund. 
Most of the outstanding pledges have now been paid in full. The total sum actually re- 
ceived from the pledges during the current campaign is $2,174.95. About $400 in pledges 
is still outstanding, but it is doubtful how much of this can be collected. 


Report of the Committee on the Investment of Linguistic Institute Endow- 
ment Funds, by E. H. Sturtevant, chairman: 


The Committee has recommended the investments enumerated in the Treasurer’s report 
as having been made during 1942. 


Report of the Committee on the Place of the Linguistic Institute in 1941 and 
1942, by E. H. Sturtevant, chairman: 


Although the term of this Committee appears to have expired, and although it has not 
conducted any negotiations during the year, the Secretary has requested its advice. It 
has accordingly advised the Executive Committee to accept an invitation from the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin to hold a session of the Linguistic Institute on the campus of that 
university during the summer of 1943. 


Report of the Director of the Linguistic Institute for 1942, Urban T. Holmes 
Jr.:

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The Linguistic Institute was held in Chapel Hill, N. C., June 12 to July 21, under the joint 
auspices of the Linguistic Society and of the University of North Carolina. The shadow of 
war was never far away during the course of the summer, but those who were present were 
grateful for the opportunity that was afforded them. Unfortunately Mr. J. M. Cowan could 
not be present and no substitute was provided forhim. Mr. G. L. Trager also was detained 
by other duties; his place was taken by Mr. Alfred Senn. Twenty-six courses were actually 
taught. The visiting instructors were Messrs. Edgerton, Kurath, Kent, Goetze, Dillon, 
Kennedy, Senn, and Hoijer. Members of the faculty of the University of North Carolina 
who gave instruction were Messrs. Holmes, Lane, Ericson, Jente, and Linker. Twenty 
students were enrolled for the full fee, and twelve others, holding the doctor’s degree, paid 
the ten-dollar fee. The Thursday luncheons were well attended. Speakers on these occa- 
sions were Miss Hahn, Messrs. Edgerton, Kent, Hoijer, and Sebeok. On Sunday evenings 
was given the regular series of public lectures; the speakers were Messrs. Senn, Edgerton, 
Kennedy, and Goetze and Dillon. In this final lecture, Messrs. Goetze and Dillon united 
to show the resemblances within the IE framework between Hittite and Old Irish. The 
course known as Introduction to Linguistics was conducted this year by Mr. Kurath; 
again this course was well attended by instructors and students alike, and served as a 
meeting place for stimulating ideas. 

Along with the Institute there was held an intensive course for the study of modern 
Portuguese, directed by Mr. Holmes. This was not under the auspices of the Linguistic 
Society but was supported by the American Council of Learned Societies. On occasion 
students from the Institute attended the Portuguese classes and vice versa. 


Report of the Delegates to the American Council of Learned Societies, E. H. 
Sturtevant and George 8S. Lane: 


At the annual meeting of the American Council of Learned Societies in Philadelphia on 
January 30 and 31, 1942, two new constituent societies were elected to membership: The 
College Art Association of America and The Population Association of America. There are 
now 23 constituent societies in the Council. 

The Council has continued its generous support of the Linguistic Atlas of the United 
States and Canada. The third volume of the New England Atlas is now in the hands of 
the printer. Editorial work on the Atlas of the South Atlantic States has gone forward 
and plans for its publication have been actively discussed. There is good reason to hope 
that the needed financial support will soon be found. 

The Council has agreed to provide a subvention for a session of the Linguistic Institute 
in the summer of 1943. 

The foreign language project of the Council, supported by two subventions of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, was last spring placed under the direction of Professor J. M. Cowan, the 
Secretary of the Linguistic Society, who was given the title of Director of the Intensive 
Language Program. During the yearstudies have been assisted in Japanese, Thai, Ilocano, 
Malay, Burmese, Hindustani, Persian, Turkish, Moroccan Arabic, Fanti, Hausa, Swahili, 
Russian, Hungarian, and Finnish. Actual intensive courses have been established at 
various universities in a number of these languages, and unexpectedly good results have 
been obtained. In September a conference of a number of the scholars at work’on the 
project was held in Philadelphia. Later in the year two pamphlets describing certain 
fundamental procedures of linguistic analysis were published by the Linguistic Society 
with the support of the Council. These are: Leonard Bloomfield, Outline Guide for the 
Practical Study of Foreign Languages; Bernard Bloch and George L. Trager, Outline of 
Linguistic Analysis. 

It seems likely that a far-reaching improvement in the teaching of modern foreign lan- 
guages may grow out of this project of the Council. " 


Report of the Delegate to the American Documentation Institute, Edward 
H. Sehrt: 
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As representative of the Society on the Board of the American Documentation Inati- 
tute, I beg to report that no linguistic work was published in microfilm in 1942. 


Report of the Delegate to the Inauguration of Harry Noble Wright, E. Ade- 
laide Hahn: 


Your Delegate attended the Inauguration of Harry Noble Wright as sixth President of 
the City College of the College of the City of New York, in the Great Hall of thé College 
on the morning of September 30th. Dr. Ordway Tead of the Board of Higher Education 
presided. The principal address was delivered by Associate Justice Felix Frankfurter 
of the Supreme Court, an alumnus of the College; and other speakers included Mayor 
Fiorello H. LaGuardia. Numerous public officials of the nation, the state, and the city 
were in attendance, as were also representatives of 138 institutions of higher learning, of 
the Board of Education and the Board of Superintendents of the City of New York, and of 
74 learned societies. 


An informal luncheon followed the exercises, and the College Buildings were open for 
inspection throughout the afternoon. 


The conduct of the Society’s business has been considerably complicated since the 
outbreak of the war. A comparison of the membership list for 1942 with that of 
1941 shows a marked increase in the number of members for whom no address 1s 
known to the Secretary, as well as a large number of changes in address and status. 
Most of the latter result from response to calls to service in the war effort. Members 
are urgently requested to make all such changes known to the Secretary. 

The Secretary-Treasurer wishes to express his gratitude to all the officers and 
members of the Society, who have assisted most generously in carrying the increased 
burden of operating the Society in war time. They share with him the knowledge 
that the Society as a whole is making a significant contribution to the national war 
effort, a knowledge which is more than adequate compensation for their increased 
labors.
